The opinion of the special counsel in 
the Punchard School matter is given in 
another column. It isin the main sus- 
taining the town in its vote and appro- 
priation for the addition to the school

school. It is furthermore a compli- 


ment to Judge Poor who has been very 
firm in his belief as to the town’s pow- 
ers, and who is fully sustained by his 
brother counsel.

This opinion has added importance 
when considered in connection with 
the remarks of Rey. Mr. Palmer at the 
last annual meeting, when he spoke of 
the power which was possessed by the 
trustees, as being supreme and vested 
in their board in such a way as to be 
beyond any influence or control from 
any source. The above opinion hardly 
assures the trustees of such a possible 
arbitrary power; it on the contrary 
appears that the town has very large 
rights to be respected in conducting 
the school if not the complete control 
overit. Itis an interesting question 
for consideration.

To the Board of Selectmen of the Town of 

Andover: 

GENTLEMEN: , 

At the annual meeting of the Town, 
March 7, 1892, the following vote was 
passed, To wit:—“To appropriate for 
building an addition to Pune 1ard Free 
School House eight thousand dollars,”’ 
In answer to your request for my opinion 
as to whether this was a lawful appro- 
priation and can be legally assessed I 
submit the following reply. , 

So far as I have been able to learn by 
an examination of the records and papers 
of the Town, the School House referred 
to in the vote and the land on which it 
stands are the property of the Town with- 
out any restrictions. . It was a lawful ap- 
propriation by the Town to secure the 
property for school purposes and it does 
not appear that the Town has parted 
with any of its interest in or lost control 
of the property. Referring to the Trus- 
tees under the will of Benjamin H, Pun- 
chard I do not find that the Town has 
ever recognized that they have any in- 
terest inthe property and there has been 
no action on the part of the Town which 
would prevent the School Committee 
from exercising: its authority of charge 
and supervision over the school which is 
provided for in the Public Statutes, 

I find no good ieasoneto doubt the 
authority of the Town to appropriate 
and assess the amount in question.

An Indefinite Postponment. 


That will tell the story of the most of 
the business at the special town meeting 
last Friday night. All that was neces- 
sary to be done was for someone to move 
an indefinite postponment, aud it went 
through as if on wings, 

When Town Clerk Putman called the 
meeting to order at 7.30 prompt, there 
were not many people in the hall and _ it 
looked as if it was to be one of those 
customary “‘specials,’’ but soon the Bal- 
lardvale cohorts arrived and with a few 
more town citizens sprinkled in, the hall 
soon became well-filled. 

Article Iwas quickly disposed of, Geo. 
H. Poor, Esq. being unanimously chosen 
Moderator, 

Article 2 in regard to the issue of ad- 
ditional water bonds under the provis- 
ions of chapter 182 of the Legislative 
Acts of the present year, brought Water 
Commissioner John H. Flint to his feet 
and his motion which was passed by a 
unanimous vote was as follows: 

That the Treasurer be and he is hereby 
authorized, to issue the bonds of the 
town, to be designated on their face 
“‘Andover Water Loan,” to the amount 
of ten thousand dollars in addition to 
the amounts heretofore authorized and 
issued for this purpose, the proceeds to 
be used to pay the expense of supplying 
the towa with water, as authorized by 
law. The bonds hereby authorized to be 
issued shall be ten in number and of the 
denomination of one thousand dollars 
each; they shall be numbered from 161 to 
170, both numbers inclusive; they shall 
bear date of June 1, 1892 and shall mature 
and be paid June 1, 1922; they shall bear 
interest at the rate of four per centum 
per annum and the interest shall be paid 
semi-annually on the first day of June 
and December in each year; they shall 
have coupons attached to them for the 
payment of said interest at the times 
aforesaid; the interest and principal of 
said bonds shall be paid at some con- 
venient bank or office in the city of Bos- 
ton. Said bonds shall be signed by the 
treasurer and countersigned by the water 
commissioners as required by Jaw in this 
behalf, and shall be sold by the treasurer 
to the highest bidder therefor in pro- 
posals to be solicited by him from bank- 
ers and others. For the purpose of pay- 
ing the principal of said bonds at their 
maturity a sinking fund is hereby estab- 
lished in accordance with the provisions 
of law in this behalf, and the treasure is 
hereby authorized and required to pay 
intot esinking fund whatever premiums 
may be received from the sale of said 
bonds in excess of their face value, and 
there shall be raised by taxation and con- 
tributed annually to said sinking fund 
such funds as shall be sufficient with the 
accumulations thereof to pay the prin. 
cipal of said bonds at their maturity, 
But said sinking fund shall remain invio- 
late and pledged to the payment of said 
bonds and shall not be used for any 
other purpose. 

When article 3 was cailed to see if the 
town would vote to sell the old Ballard- 
vale schoolhouse and land, Selectman 
Smith arose and among other things 
said: Its use as a school is past and it is 
a large building 60x33 feet, with two 
stories above the stores and all it rents at 
present for is $198 per year. It seemed 
rather large for the purpose of a precinct 
room and the Engine House or school- 
house could be used for precinct pur- 
poses. It was more than the town wants 
to own and there would be considerable 
expense in repairs necessary. 

John L. Smith thought that it was a 
pretty good investment with the income 
derived from it and he would havea room 
for hose company in one of the upper 
stories. He made a motion to lay the 
article on the table until the decision in 
regard to the selling of the engine was 
made and it was voted. 

Article 4 was then of course taken up 
and John L. Smith moved that the engi- 
neers of the Fire Department be author- 
ized to sell one of the engines, as_there 
was a good hydrant service and high 
pressure in Ballardvale and the engine 
was a continued expense. This caused 
discussion right off. 

Capt. John Crowniushield Spoke in op- 
position saying that a good deal of money 
had been spent for fire protection, and 
the engines were an important part. Tax 
payers and property holders have an un- 
deniable and legal right for protection, 
and besides there was a moral obligation 
underlying all that. No good reason had 
been given for the sale. Question of 
this kind should receive a full discussion, 
Property cannot be properly protected 
without the engines. Hydrants are not 
sufficient. The town is liable to a fine of 
$500 every day it neglects to make the 
proper protection, 

Geo. S. Cole cited property to the 
amount of $18,700 in Ballardvale which’ 
could be reached by the engine, and 
thought it was just as necessary to keep 
an engine there to-day as when bought.

WASHINGTON, May 17.—The president, 
before starting on his voyage down the 
Whesapeake, alluding to the political situ- 
ation toa friend, reiterated his position 
on the premises, remarking that he was | 
not anxious for the nomination unless the 
Republican party desired it. If they | 
thought that’ he would make the most 
available nominee with view to success, it 
would be gratifying to him to be the 
standard bearer again. He said that he 
had not, nor did he intend to take any 
steps looking to influence the action of the | 
deleyates from any section of the country, | 
nor would be make any promises or bar- 
gains with friend or foe to secure his nom- 
ination. : 

His friends, however, had assured him 
that he would have the support of dele- 
gates in almost every state in the, Union, 
andin many of them he had been in- | 
formed that he would have the | 
entire delegation. He regarded the talk 
about sntagonizing his nomination with 
Secretary Blaine as simply the invention 
of those who have been disappointed in not 
getting all they asked and more than 
could reasonably be granted by the admin- 
istration to gratify their purely personal 
political interests of the party. While the 
president has never exchanged a word 
with Secretary Blaine on the presidency, 
he has never regarded him as his rival in 
the race. Hehas also had the best as- 
surances to that effect. 

Secretary Blaine was taking advantage 
of the delightful weather yesterday when 
he was met by an old friend.

SUICIDE OR MURDER? 


A Case Which is Exciting Residents of 
a Vermont Town. 


Winpsor, ¥t.,May 19.—There is great 
excitement in the neighboring town of 
Weathersfield,and in face throughout this 
whole section, over the finding of the dead 
body of Ruben Leet in an orchard, a few 
rods from his home, and the possibility of 
his having been murdered.

| Boston, May 16.—Last week was not 
favorable for the early growth of crops,ac- 
cording to the New Englaid weather serv- 
ice’s regular report, but the rains were 
needed. A report from northern New 
Hampshire says that lumbermen were 
about to pay off their drivers, but that the 
rain has given them new heart. In many 
places in the northern states very little 
seeding has been done; grass starts slowly, 
and stock has to be fed from the barns; 
hay is scarce and high. Potatoes are be- 
ing planted in southeastern Maine and in 
all central districts in New England; they 
are coming up in the south.

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DAKOTA’S PUMP SNAKE, 


A Truly Remarkable Creature That Is 
of Great Benetit to the Farmer, 


In central Dakota, on the *'Missou- 
ri bottoms,” there exists one of na- 
ture’s strangest freaks. The settlors 
term it the “pump snake.” How it 
came there and where it came from 
js yet unknown. It first made its 
ippearance in Emmons county in the 
springtime of 1886. A full grown 
pump snake measures about sixteen 
feet in length and about three inches 
in diameter. They are of gregarious 
habits, roaming the prairies in large 
herds, as many as 300 having been 
counted in a single flock. : 
In dissecting one of these reptiles 
there is found a tube, which extends 
from the root of the jaw to the ex- 
tremity of the tail and terminates 
in an opening. This tube is about 
two inches in diameter’ and lined 
with a tough, yielding substance 
similar to rubber. The pump snake 
is easily trained to answer the call 
of man. The inhabitants of this sec- 
tion trap them in large numbers. 


A farmer on Cat Tail creek has a | At any rate. the district seems wor- 
flock of twenty pump snakes trained | e : 


toa remarkable degree of proficiency. 
At the blast of a whistle the snakes 
assemble on the banks of the creek. 
The leader (there is always a leader 
to a herd of these snakes, who is 
elected by a two-thirds majority) 
dashes into the water of the creek, 
leaving only the extremity of its tail 
on the bank. 


Another snake immediately grasps | 


the end of the leader's tail in its jaws, 
a third snake takes hold of the sec- 
ond snake’s tail in a similar manner, 
and so on, extending to the water 
troughs in the cattle yards, 300 feet 
away. The leading snake begins to 
swallow or pump the water of the 
creek, which passes through the long 
line of snakes as it would through a: 
hose, and falls ina heavy stream into 
the trough. 

The agriculturist told of an ex- 
traordinary circumstance which oc- 
curred ashort time ago. While work- 
ing in the field near his home he ob- 
served flames issuing from the roof 
of his barn. Wild with excitement 
he hurried to the burning building, 
only to see that it was a hopeless 
task for himself alone to attempt to 
extinguish the flames. In despair he 
gazed on the destruction. Suddenly 
he heard a loud rustling in the tall 
grass, whence issued his herd of 
pump snakes on the run. The leader 
hurled himself into the creek, the 
rest instantly adjusting themselves 
heads and tails from the creek to the 
burning building. 

The last snake, standing on its 
head waved its long and flexible 
body, from the tail of which issued a 
stream of water that was thrown 
with terrific force on the burning 
building. Back and forth dashed the 
tail end of the living hose, squirting 
the water where it would do the 
most good, while the loud pumping 


of the leader could be heard above: 


the roar of the conflagration. With- 
in fifteen minutes the last spark was 
out. Then, and not until then, did 
the pump snakes quit work. They 
were completely exhausted, the lead- 
er having fainted dead away. 

The main part of the building and 
its contents were saved, thanks to 
the presence of mind of these won- 
derful snakes. —Fire and Water. 


The Stems of the Prickly Pear. 

In most plants, to put it simply, 
the leaves are the mouths and stom- 
achs of the organism; their thin and 
flattened blades are spread out hori- 
zontally in a wide ‘expanse, covered 
with tiny throats and lips which 


suck in carbonic acid from the sur- | 


rounding air, and disintegrate it in 
their own cells under the influence 
of sunlight. In the prickly pears, on 
the contrary, it is the flattened stem 
and branches which undertake this 
essential operation in the life of the 
plant—the sucking in of carbon and 
giving out of oxygen, which is to 
the vegetable exactly what the eat- 
ing and digesting of food is to the 
animal organism. In their old age, 
however, the stems of the prickly 
pear display their true character by: 
becoming woody in texture and 
losing their articulated, leaflike ap- 
pearance.—Grant Allen in Popular 
Science Monthly.
